Last Friday was a great day in 
the history of the City of Gray- 
ling when its new electric light and 
Power plant was officially dedica- 
ted. Mayor Burke opened the pro- 
gram by telling about the cere- 
mony at the eleotric plant in the 
afternoon, and introduced Dr. 
Claude R. Keyport, toastmaster of 
the evening. T. P. Peterson. was 
the first speaker and gave a res. 
ume of the last 15 years in Gray- 
ling. The last sawmill ceased op- 
erations in 1925. All that was left 
at that time was the Kerry & Han- 


the National Log Construction Co. 
In those days Grayling had saw- 
dust strects and no pavements. 
Grayling’s only bank had closed its 
doors, and it was decided in 1932 
that we should have a new bank. 
Since that time eight years, this 
bank has made over 8,000 loans 
and had no losses from then. 
Over eight million dollars have 
passed through and many transac- 
tions have been handled. In 1935 
Grayling voted and built new wat- 
erworks and scrapped its old-type 
form of government and adopted 
the managerial type of city gov- 
ernment, with five councilmen, one 
of whom was to serve as mayor. 
It was the responsibility of this 
council to engage the services of 
a city manager who was to devote 
himself full time to city affairs. 
A fine tourist park was established 
and the AuSable River freed from 
contamination by the building of 
a modern disposal plant. In 1937 a 
new postoffice was built, of which] 
we are very proud. In 1939 our old 
telephone system was replaced 
with a modern dial system. And 
now our new municipal electric 
light and power plant is in full op- 
eration and giving good service.
